Notwithstanding the provisions of section thirty-one of 
the principal Act, no person shall be entitled to keep open 
shop for the selling, retailing, or mixing of poisons by 
reason that he was a chemist and druggist practising as 
such in Ireland on his own account at the time of the 
passing of the principal Act, unless he shall be registered 
as a chemist and druggist under this Act.

After clause 6 insert clause (A). 

(A.) Every chemist and druggist, or chemist or druggist, who 
has gone into business as a principal after the passing of the 
principal Act and before the passing of this Act, shall be entitled 
to be registered as a druggist on complying with the following 
provisions : — 

(1.) He shall, on or before the first day of June one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-one, make application in writing to 
the registrar to be registered under the provisions of this Act. 

(2.) Such application shall be accompanied by a statutory 
declaration of the applicant in the form set out in Schedule B. 
to this Act, or to the like effect. 

(3.) He shall be examined with respect to his knowledge of 
reading and writing, the English language, elementary arith- 
metic, and the appearances of the poisons, drugs, and chemical 
salts in common use, and the Act of the session of the thirty- 
third and thirty-fourth years of the reign of Her present 
Majesty, chapter twenty-six, and shall obtain from the examiner 
or examiners appointed by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland to 
hold such examination a certificate of having satisfactorily 
passed the same. 

(4.) The Lord Lieutenant in Council shall appoint examiners 
to conduct the examinations prescribed by this section for 
applicants, and shall fix the fees to be paid to such examiners, 
and to the Society respectively in respect of such examinations, 
and the examinations shall be held in Dublin and at such 
other places as the Lord Lieutenant in Council shall consider 
necessary. 

(5.) Every person who went into business as a chemist and 
druggist as a principal between the passing of the principal 
Act and the passing of this Act, and who has styled himself 
chemist and druggist, and has complied with the provisions of 
this section, and passed the examination under this section, 
shall be permitted to retain the title of chemist and druggist. 

(6.) Every person who having styled himself as a chemist and 
druggist shall claim to retain the title of chemist and druggist 
under the provisions of this section shall, at the time of his 
application to be registered, make a statutory declaration 
stating when and where he was in business as a chemist and 
druggist styling himself as such.

(7.) It shall be lawful for the council to require from any 
such applicant such evidence as they may think fit of the truth 
of the statements contained in the statutory declaration so 
made by him, and to require such other confirmatory evidence 
as they shall think sufficient.

Every person who shall he registered under this Act as a 
chemist and druggist or registered druggist shall be qualified 
to be elected an associate druggist.”)

he competent to transact the business of a licentiate of the Pharma- 
ceutical Society in his temporary absence, but shall not he entitled 
to conduct or manage a business or to keep open shop on their own 
account.
